'Doctors 'Are Hopeful. 


Pope Leo inay'live several days. His 


physicians have taken hope again and 
are becoming optimistic. 


Following a delicate operation per- 


formed upon the pontiff by Dr. Maz- 
zonl and Dr. Lapponl. the marvelous 
vitality of his holiness again asserted 
Itself, and he rallied wonderfully. He 
was much brighter and took consid- 
erable nourishment, and Dr. Mazzonl. 
while declining to make any positive 
statement, expressed tho opinion that 
his patient might live. At this hour 
the pope Is in a troubled sleep. The 
point of operation was just below the 
seventh rib, and the operation Itself 
consisted In drawing on" a large quan- 
tity of serum from the pleura! cavity, 
thus removing the painful pressure on 
the lung. The operation was entirely 
successful, and his holiness experi- 
enced great relief. 


Sleep Is Refreshing. 


Immediately he began to Improve 


and enjoyed a refreshing sleep during 
the afternoon. 
Bulletins Issued by 


the physicians early Indicated that 
tholr patient's improvement has con- 
tinued, and that his condition is now 
sufficiently 
satisfactory, while still 


very grave, of course. His circulation 
and breathing are slow, but are grad- 
ually Improving. 


The marvelous vitality and recuper- 


ative energy of the pope were never 
so forcibly demonstrated as by the 
series of events 
preceding,, accom- 


panying, and following the operation. 
After a lengthy conference the doc- 
tors concluded it was advisable to op- 
erate for pleurisy, the primary pur- r 
pose br.liig to explore 
the 
affected ' 


the doctors laughed and .were 


at the same time astonished at the 
brlslitne.su of the 
Pontiff when op- 


pressed by such a dangerous Illness 
and on the point of undergoing a sur- 
gical operation necessary for saving 
blB life. 


The Immediate direction of the op- 


eration devolved on Dr. Mazzonl. who 
handled the Instruments und made tho 
preparatory arrangements. 
First a 


Blight Incision was made In thc side of 
the venerable patient. A solution of 
alcohol and corrosive sublimate was 
then injected, and cocaine was used 
to deaden the sensation. The point of 
operation was JUKI below the seventh 
rib and the operation Itself consisted 
In the Insertion of a large Pravaz 
needle syringe. 
This penetrated to 


the region where the matttsr had ac- 
cumulated, and by means of suction 
slowly drew It off. Under the sklllfu' 
guidance of Dr. Mazzonl, the opera- 
tion scarcely occupied over four mil- 
utes. 


Immediate Relief. 


So soon ns the liquid was drawn off 


by the suction needle the patient felt 
great relief, owing to the removal of 
the pressure of tho liquid on the lung, 
and simultaneously tne doctors could 
hear air pasting through that zone 
which was ileelaied to be Impervious, 
owing to poncestloiu 
Krom a patho- 


logical standpoint the free passage of 
air was considered .satisfactory, but 
more BO were >ne results, the mental 
and physical relief which It brought 
to the Pope. 


Pope Leo remained sitting up Ir 


bed during the whole time of the op- 
eration, without 
need 
of 
support. 


When Dr. Maz/.onl substituted the 
Pravaz needle with a Potaln aspira- 
tor the Pope did not even notice It, 
going through the whole affair with- 
out emitting the slightest lament and 
without showing any feeling of pain.

almost 


diaphanous, and somewhat tremulous. 


Compliments Attendants. 


As soon as the operation was Closed 


his holiness felt much relieved. Ills 
eye. from an expression of languid 
melancholy, assumed Its usual vivac- 
ity, Illuminating the emaciated face. 
Dr. Mazzonl at once administered 
a 


cordial, which the pontiff took will- 
ingly, thanking him with a grateful 
look for tho brave, struggle to pre- 
serve his life.

Drought In the northern portion ot 
the spring wheat region has been re- 
lieved, but need ot rain Is beginning 
to be felt hi the Ohio valley, portions 
of ..the central gulf states and In 
western Texas. 
In the central aim

and on the north I'aclllc coast It ha» 
been too cool, frost more or less dam- 
aging occurring from July 2 to July 
4 In Idaho, Wyoming, and Utah. 


Under the favorable temperature 


conditions corn has made rapid ad- 
vancement

and Is now greatly Improved and gen- 
e-rally well cultivated.

Central has .been at heavy expense- 
to bring Its roadbed tip to the high- 
est efficiency, and the B. & O. Is car- 
rying out u vast plan of alteration. 
The whole movement makes for ul- 
timate economy.

cars weighed ten tons and carried 
ten tons; now they weigh about Hf- 
teen tons and carry thirty.

cars, loaded to their fullest capacity,

It Is announced In Madison that 


Judge William Penn Lyon. tho nes- 
tor of the state board of control, Is 
to resign his position and that ho will 
go west to end his days with his 
son In California. 
Judge Lyon Is 


well known to many Janesvllle peo- 
ple, not only through his connection 
with the board of control nor a mem- 
ber of the supreme court, but as the 
colonel commanding 
the 
famous 


Thirteenth regiment In which 
so 


many Rock county veterans served 
during the civil war. 
This was the 


regiment In which such men as Wil- 
liam Huger. Major Stevens, Captain 
Norcross, Captain Edward 
'Rugor 


and many other prominent citizens 
held commissions. 


Long and Busy Life 


Judge Lyon was born at Chatham. 


N. Y.. Oct. 28. 1822. 
In 1841 he 
came with his father to Wisconsin, 
living at Lyons, Walworth county, 
until 1830. The father died In Mad- 
ison a dozen years ago 
past 00 
years of age. It was at Walwortn 
county that Miss Adella C. Duncan 
became the bride of the young bar- 
rister who was later to attain the
